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Government aid the Truth 


TE SOCIAL CREDITERS OF 

British Columbia no doubt will 
be interested in any public utterance 
by “Mr. “Hansell, “member of Parlia- 
ment for Macleod, because he largely 
organized Social Credit’s original vic- 
tory here. A few days ago Mr. Han- 
sell revealed his inner thinking, on 
a vital issue, to the House of Com- 
mons. It is to be» hoped that the 
Bennett Government will note -nd 
repudiate his views. 

Mr. Hansell assured the House 
that he was-devoted to the freedom 
of the press. Mr. Pickersgill, the 
Secretary of State, interrupted to 
ask Mr. Hansell if he were thus re- 
nouncing the famous Alberta Press 
Act of the Aberhart Government. 
Mr. Hansell tried to argue in reply 
that this legislation “in no sense of 
the word” constituted “control of the 
press . What the Press Act did 
was this, that when a falsehood was 
given out in a news report of. gov- 
ernment activity, then the govern- 
ment had the right to correct that 
report... The government claimed 
the right to correct that which was 
false by law.” 

This convenient 
quickly punctured by Mr. Stanley 
Knowles, of the C.C.F. He asked 
who, under’ the Alberta law, would 
determine the truth.. The answer, of 
course, is that the government would 
determine it. And that -is precisely 
why the Supreme Court of Canada 
threw out the Alberta law, holding 
that no provincial legislature can 
force the press to print or suppress 
anything 

All this may seem to belong to 
past history, since the Aberhart Gov- 
ernment failed in its attack on press 
freedom. In fact, the recent House 
of -Commons discussion is highly 
relevant to current events. In the 
first place it reveals the mind of 
such Social Credit prophets as Mr. 
Hansell and, secondly, it emphasizes 
the menace of the Quebec Govern- 
ment’s new Freedom of Worship Act, 
a statute designed to give the Pro- 
vincial Government control not only 
of the press but of free assembly, 
free speech, of motion pictures and 
of television. 

Mr. Hansell and Mr. Duplessis— 
interesting companions in this mat-

ter—do not admit, of course, that 
their philosophy endangers free dis- 
cussion in the press or elsewhere. 


They hold simply that governments, | 


apparently .by their miraculous 
nature, are better able than anyone 
else to decide what is true and what 
is false. 

Therefore, says Mr. Hansell, the 
Alberta Government was quite justi- 
fied in attempting to force the pr 
to tell the truth about public busi- 
ness and to correct its own errors. 
In...practical_fact,—.as—Mr, 
well knows, governments in Canada 
are always able to correct false re- 
ports. No Canadian newspaper, so 
far as we know, ever refuses to 
print a government statement, 
whether it is true or not, and that 
is the clear duty of the press. 

But once the press is compelled 
by law to print anything, its free- 
dom—and the freedom of all public 
discussion—is instantly threatened, 
for there is no end to this kind of 
invasion but state censorship, like 
that of all totalitarian countries 

The theory announced by Mr. 
Hansell in Parliament is simply 
based on the premise that govern- 
ment always knows what is true 
and what is best for the people when 
obviously all governments are mak- 
ing mistakes and changing their 
minds every day. Moreover, all gov- 
ernments have a vested interest in 
twisting and sugar-coating the news 
suit their own political con- 
venience. 

The press, too, makes many er- 
rors but so long as it is free and 
open to all opinions the truth, or 
as much of the truth as the human 
mind can discover, emerges in the 
course of democratic debate. 

The real danger of Social Credit 
thinking in Alberta and Mr. Dup- 
lessis’ thinking in Quebec, is that, 
enforced by law, it would destroy 
that debate piecemeal. 


Unfortunately Mr. Hansell still 
defends the undemocratic philosophy 
of the discredited Alberta Press Act 
in Parliament today. It is to be 
hoped that he has no secret-sym- 
pathizers in the Social Credit Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia, which 
he helped to elect.
